ORDER outlawry's historian 
B would be remiss in duty did he 

fail to make of 1877 a red-,ei- 
ter year in the record. There was 
no bloodshed in that year, but the 
shedding of ink provided a substi- 
tute almost as sensational. Early 
in 1877, not many months after 
thé Northfield disaster and its re- 
sultant publicity for the ex-gueril- 
las intimately engaged therein, the 
apotheosis of Jesse James as a he- 
ro took place. High priest in that 
ceremony was Maj..Jonn N. Ed- 
wards. This Virginia-born Mis- 
sourian was the most outspoken of 
the’ many apologists of the James 
protheres. With the exception of 
Gen. Jo Shelby, his old comman- 
der and lifelong friend, Edwards 
was the most conspicuous of those 
who defended the outlaws on the 
assumption that they did what 
they did because they could not do 
otherwisa. 

Printer and poet soldier and 
journalist, John Edwards was a 
man of gentile habits and violent 
convictions. Deeply beloved . by 
those who knew him best, he re- 
ciprocated the affections of all. For 
many years a student of literatures, 
ancient and modern, his penchant 
for heroics had developed into a 
ruling passion. There were no com- 
paratives in the opinions of John 
Edwards: superlatives held the 
field alone. What he believed he 
expressed, sans qualification or 
equivocation. 

Those who read the scintillant 
editorials by this man, in the 
newspapers of several Missouri 
cities for a score of years aitogeth- 
er, knew always exactly where he 
thev could not fail to hear 
his boots hit the planks whenever 
he made a stand. Then, for in- 
stance, Maj. Edwards wrote in the 
Kansas City Times that he hoped 
to see the day whey whisky should 
be free, running Knée-deep all over 
Missouri, with a pint tincup sus- 
pended invitingly from every twig 
in the wildwoods, his readers knew 
that he wds not and never could be 
a prohibitionist. They knew also 
that John Edwards really did not 
mean for anybody to take him lit- 
erally. In writing that sentiment 
he had but exercised his charac- 
teristic method of driving home a 
point with one decisive swat of the 
hammer. He had fought that way 
for the Confederacy: and now he 
was fighting similarly in behalf of 
a square deal. as he conceived it, 
for Jesse W. James.

Ed 
Miller came from Clay County, 
being a brother of Clell, killed at 
Northfield. Hite, familiarly known 
as Wood Hite, was from Logan 
County, Kentucky, and was a first 
cousin of the James brothers. Will 
Ryan belonged in Jackson County. 
Liddil, known to outlaw history as 
Dick Liddil, also was a native of 
Jacksen. Bassham, whose name 
survives in tragedy and comedy as 
Tucker Bassham, was a simple- 
minded farmer in Jackson County, 
living near Independence. The 
Old Dan Tucker of the old-time 
song may have been “a fine old 
feller,”’ but his Missouri namesake 
was a natural-born human jackass. 


Much new blood, as we perceive, 
was introduced at Glendale. Frank 
James had no part in that train 
holdup: he was at his Tennessee 
home, plugging away at a hard- 
work job in support of his wife 
and child. There is a considerable 
volume of rather hazy evidence to 
the effect that Frank tried hard to 
persuade Jesse not to return to 
Missouri—or to the active practice 
of outlawry. The probability is 
that Frank made the effort. He 
was some years older than Jesse, 
as we know, and he was wiser in 
the first place. 

But in the next train robbery, 
which resulted in two murders, 
Frank Jarnes was believed to have 
been of the company present. This 
is known as the Winston holdup. 
At tht town of that name in Da- 
viess County, July 15, 1881, a pas- 


senger train on the Chicago, Rock | 


Island & Pacific Railroad was 
robbed. Wilillam Westfall, train 
conductor, and Frank McMillan, an 
elderly workman employed by the 
railway company, were shot to 
death. The other outlaws at Win- 
ston were Jesse James, Wood Hite, 
the latter's younger brother. Clar- 
ence Browler Hite. and Dick Liddil. 

Third and last of this series an4 
the final act committed against th: 
law by the Jesse James band was 
the Blue Cut affair 
County, Sept. 7. 1881, exactly five 
years after Northfield. The men 
who held up and robbed the Chi 
cago & Alton express train in this 
instance were Frank James, Jesse 
James, Wood Hite. Clarence Hite. 
Dick Liddil and Charles Ford. Th: 
latter was from Ray County, next 
to Clay. About six months lia‘er 
he became one of the conspirators 
carrying out the 
assassination of Jesse James. 

These three crimes aroused the 
Jesse James country and regions 
far beyond.

Discussion of the matter here 
recently showed that fm 1920 the 
miners and operators were about 
agreed on a renewal of a contract 
on a basis of a 17-per-cent wage 
increase, when the rising cost of 
living caused the men to change 
their demand to 27 per cent. Fail- 
ing accord on the new terms, the 
operators accepted the offer of the 
miners to arbitrate. The proposal! 
was tendered by union leaders of 
the three anthracite districts 
against advice of some of the In- 
ternational officers. 

President Wilson appointed an 
arbitration tribunal of three—a 
miner, a Mine owner, and a rep- 
resentative of the public. Hear- 
ings at Scranton were followed by 
adjournment to Washington, where 
the commission took stock of it- 
self and found the miner favored 
the miners, the operator the oper- 
ators and that the third, nonpar- 
tisan member, accordingly held the 
deciding vote. 

The Overnight Defeat. 

The night before the third mem- 
ber was to announce his personal 
decision, which would become 
binding upon the committee  be- 
cause it would have the support 
of one of the two dissenters, the 
miners received reliable informa- 
tion, they said, that his recommen- 
dation would call for the higher 
figure—the 27-per-cent wage  in- 
crease. The miners asserted they 
had even seen the finished report. 
The men went to bed jubilant over 
the supposed victory, but they 
awoke the next morning to find 
that during the night the award 
had been shaved down to the orig- 
inal and lower figure of 17 per 
cent. 

Whether the miners were misin- 
formed, or whether, if correctly in- 
formed, what they had reported 
seeing had been only a ‘tentative 
finding. has not ‘been disclosed. 
Miners inaist. however, that a pass- 
ing operator the next day told them 
with a smile that “some people 
abated their efforts too soon while 
others kept on pleading.”
